REMARKS 

By this submission, claims 1-87 were canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of the 
subject matter recited therein. New claims 88 - 1 17 were added. Therefore, claims 88 - 1 17 are 
now pending in the present application. Consideration of these new claims is respectfully 
requested. 

With regard to the prior art (such as Choudhury et al. (USP 5,509,074); Butter et al. 
(USP 5,381,480); and Atalla (USP 4,588,991)) relied upon in rejecting previous claims, it is 
submitted that new claims 88 - 117 patentably distinguish over the prior art by reciting a user 
terminal/data copyright management system that cooperates with a separate copyright 
management center, database, and/or key center in the specific maimer recited in the new claims. 
Nothing in the prior art teaches or suggests the present claimed cooperation between a user 
terminal/data copyright management system and a copyright management center, database 
and/or key center.
